Couple’s horror as pet 
cat is labelled ‘waste’

A COUPLE from Dunstable 
say they are ‘devastated’ 
after claiming that council 
officers told them their dead 
cat was regarded as 
‘general waste’. 

On September 26, Victoria 
Whicker, 29, and partner 
Dave Grimmer, 28, of Leyland 
Road, lost their two-year-old 
tabby, Yoley, when he was 
tragically run over. 

He had been wearing a 
collar with their phone num¬ 
ber on it, and had been 
micro-chipped, when he was 
seen at the side of Brewers 
Hill Road by local residents. 

The couple were led to 
believe his body had been 
collected by the council. But 
when the couple contacted 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
to try and get Yoley’s body 
back to bury him, they were 
told to speak to ‘general 
waste’. 

Victoria said: “We were 
shocked and couldn’t believe 
what we were hearing. 

“Yoley was part of the fami¬ 
ly and all we wanted was to 
bury him properly. I have 
now lost hope that we will be 
able to do that.” 

The authority says none of 
its contractors collected 
Yoley but that its waste con¬ 
tractors are expected to 


check for ID and scan domes¬ 
tic pets wherever possible. 

A spokeswoman said: “We 
aim to treat all of our cus¬ 
tomers in a courteous and 
thoughtful way. 

“We are sorry this referral 
did not meet the customers’ 
expectations but we did try to 
provide all the information 
we could to Mr Grimmer. 

“We have endeavoured to 
pursue the relevant parties 
and provide feedback - how¬ 
ever we have been informed 
by our contractors they have 
not collected any pet from 
this location nor has any 
animal been taken to our 
Highways depot.” 

Victoria and Dave are now 
campaigning for a change in 
the law so that councils have 
to scan dead cats for a micro¬ 
chip, as is done with dogs. 

To take their petition to 
parliament they need 100,000 
signatures. 

Victoria said: “Lots of pet 
owners that I have spoken to 
have been shocked that the 
law about micro-chipping 
applies to dogs and not cats. 

“We were responsible own¬ 
ers and made sure Yoley was 
chipped and had a collar - 
but still that didn’t legally 
entitle us to be informed 
when he was killed, which 
doesn’t seem right.”

Court hears 
office owner 
‘failed to pay 
£1.2m in tax’ 

A LUTON businessman 
failed to pay the Revenue 
income tax and VAT 
totalling £1.2 million 
pounds over a period of 11 
years, Luton Crown Court 
has heard. 

Mr Mohammed Farook, 
53, should have paid the 
money based on the rent 
he charged to tenants in 
Stuart House, an office 
block he owned in Upper 
George Street, Luton. 

The court was told that 
one of those tenants who 
rented office space from 
the office block was Luton 
Borough Council. 

It was only when an 
accountant at the authori¬ 
ty, who was carrying out a 
review of council expendi¬ 
ture on property in 2011, 
discovered Mr Farook’s 
VAT number to be invalid 
that the inaccuracies were 
brought to light. 

In fact the number had 
been cancelled by the 
Revenue nine years earlier 
as no payments had ever 
been received from the 
defendant. 

When questioned, Mr 
Farook, who is not in court 
for the trial and has no 
legal representative, 
claimed he did not have to 
pay income tax in this 
country, because he hadn’t 
lived in the UK for the last 
20 years and spent only 20 
to 25 days in the country 
per year. 

He added that he hadn’t 
been aware his tenants 
had been asked to pay VAT 
as part of their quarterly 
bills. 

The trial continues.

‘Winnie’, 81, died nine 
days after sex attack

THE FAMILY of a pensioner who 
died nine days after being sexu¬ 
ally assaulted in her own home 
said she was ‘never the same’ 
after the attack. 

At an inquest into her death on 
Thursday the three sisters of 
Winnifred ‘Winnie’ Smith, 81, of 
St Andrew’s Lane, Houghton 
Regis, said that she was a ‘happy’ 
and ‘social’ person who main¬ 
tained her independence despite 
suffering with bowel cancer 
which spread to her liver. 

Younger sister, Betty Cook, said: 
“We were all very close. If you 
tried to do anything for her she 
would say she could do it herself. 
Afterwards it really destroyed 
her, she was never the same.” 

Ampthill Coroner’s Court heard 


that on March 18 this year, 
Darren Emmerson forced his 
way into Winnie’s home and 
pushed her to the floor. He sexu¬ 
ally assaulted her for 45 minutes. 
Unable to get up, the pensioner 
had to drag herself to the phone 
to call for help. 

She died of cardiac arrest at 
Sharnbrook Lodge in Houghton 
Regis on March 27 after the 
attack rendered her immobile. 

Emmerson admitted the 
assault and was detained at a 
secure hospital indefinitely 
under the Mental Heath Act in 
August. 

Giving evidence at the inquest, 
Dr Olaf Biedrzycki, a forensic 
pathologist, said: “It is important 
to stress that given her state of 
health it is entirely possible that 
she could have died at any time. 

“It is more likely than not the 
assault led to the immobility.” 


Dr Biedrzycki told the court 
that Winnie had severe coronary 
and liver disease and that 80 per 
cent of her liver had been taken 
over by an aggressive tumour. 

Recording a narrative verdict, 
coroner Tom Osborne said: 
“When someone knocked on the 
door she thought it was a 
neighbour. 

“But she was subjected to a 
sexual assault which lasted 45 
minutes. 

“The family tell me that from 
that moment she was never the 
same person. 

“She then deteriorated and was 
seriously ill with cancer and 
cardiac failure and no doubt her 
immobility caused by the attack 
added to that.” 

He ruled that Winnie had died 
of natural causes following an 
assault nine days prior to her 
death.

TWO CHARGED OVER SHOOTING 

TWO men have been charged in 
connection with a shooting in 
Fountains Road, Luton on 
Sunday, May 5. 

Zeeshan Khan, 22 and Rene 
Lawrence, 24, both from Luton, 
have each been charged with 
two counts of conspiracy to 
murder. 

Both appeared at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court this week and 
have been remanded in custody 
ahead of a trial. 

A third man has already been 
charged in relation to this 
offence and is also on remand 
awaiting trial. 

ROAD WILL CLOSE OVERNIGHT 

VAUXHALL Way will be closing 
between Crawley Green Road 
and Eaton Green Road to allow 
for essential maintenance works 
next week. 

A recent structural assessment 
found that urgent steelwork 
repairs were required to be 
carried out to Eaton Green 
Road footbridge. 

Works are taking place over¬ 
night between 8pm and 6am on 
Tuesday 15 and Wednesday 16 
October to minimise disruption 
and inconvenience. 

Throughout the duration of the 
works, the footbridge will also be 
closed. 

A signed diversion will direct 
traffic along Eaton Green Road, 
Wigmore Lane and Crawley 
Green Road during those hours.

Collapse of school’s academy plan ‘regrettable’ 

ACADEMY sponsorship has been 
withdrawn from a school in 
Dunstable - despite pupils already 
wearing uniforms emblazoned with 
their new logo to class. 

Parents were stunned to find out 
this week that Barnfield Federation 
had pulled out as the academy 
sponsor for Brewers Hill Middle 
School at the eleventh hour. 

Cllr Mark Versallion, Executive 
Member for Children’s Services, said: 

“The council has worked in good 
faith with the school and Barnfield 
Federation over the past two years, 
so it is extremely regrettable that 
Barnfield have decided to withdraw 
as the sponsor.” 

A spokesman from Barnfield said: 

“It is extremely disappointing that 
we were unable to complete the con¬ 
version of Brewers Hill Middle 
School. However, the challenges sur¬ 
rounding the site proved to be insur¬ 
mountable despite our best efforts. 

“Immediate action has been taken 
to reimburse parents who have pur¬ 
chased the new uniform and we will 
be meeting with them to answer any 
questions they may have.” CHANGE: Brewers Hill Middle School was due to become an academy

Shock as EDL leader quits group 


SUPPORTERS of the Luton-based 
English Defence League (EDL) were left 
stunned this week as leader Tommy 
Robinson and fellow founder Kevin 
Carroll quit the group. 

Having set up the EDL, infamous for 
its street protests, in 2009, the pair 
said that they wish to leave the organi¬ 
sation, because they feel they can no 
longer keep extremist elements at bay. 

The group started in response to a 


demonstration by Muslim extremists as 
soldiers marched through Luton. 

Since then, a number of large-scale 
protests have taken place through the 
town centre. 

Breaking the news, Tommy Robinson, 
real name Stephen Lennon, said: “I 
have been considering this move for a 
long time because I recognise that, 
though street demonstrations have 
brought us to this point, they are no 


longer productive. 

“I acknowledge the dangers of 
far-right extremism and the ongoing 
need to counter Islamist ideology 
not with violence but with better, 
democratic ideas.” 

On Twitter, he added: “For me this is 
a step forwards, not backwards.” 

EDL supporters are believed to be 
meeting to discuss the future of the 
group and its leadership.

RESIDENTS are struggling to find 
anyone who will take responsibility 
for a road which is plagued with pot¬ 
holes. 

The road surface in Bushey Close, 
Whipsnade, has deteriorated over the 
last couple of years, with chunks of 
the tarmac becoming loose. 

Homeowners are now worried that 
the road surface has become so bad 
that it will lead not only to damage to 
a vehicle, but could possibly cause a 
serious accident. 

Although there are only four houses 
on the street, the road is also the 
main entrance to the Whipsnade Tree 
Cathedral, which is popular with 
tourists and dog walkers. 

But those that live there are 
struggling to find out who has respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining the road. 

Carolyn, who lives in the close, said: 
“The parish council held a meeting in 
January which was attended by 
Central Bedfordshire Council, ZSL, 
the owners of Whipsnade Zoo and the 
Heritage Trust, but there is still a huge 
question mark over who should be 
repairing this road. 

“The council promote the Tree 
Cathedral as an attraction but won’t 


agree to resurface the road which the 
visitors come along.” 

A spokesman from Central 
Bedfordshire Council said: “While we 
appreciate the residents’ concerns, 
the council has never had responsi¬ 
bility for this road and has advised 
the residents so. 

“There does seem to be some posi¬ 
tive action - the parish council is try¬ 
ing to help residents and is getting 
estimated costs for the work. 


“We are prepared to make a small 
contribution as the road provides 
access to a bridleway - although this 
is in no way an acceptance that the 
road is maintained by us - and the 
National Trust, has said it is happy to 
contribute to the costs because it pro¬ 
vides access for its visitors. 

“This would need to be alongside 
residents’ own input, as it is not a 
public highway, but we hope the resi¬ 
dents can come to an agreement.”

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APPEAL: Paul’s father Neville made an emotional plea for information about the murder his son 

‘Someone knows 
who killed Paul’

THE father of Paul Foster has 
made an emotional appeal 
for information about the 
murder of his son who was 
shot six months ago. 

A £10,000 reward has now 
been offered by Bedfordshire 
Police for information relat¬ 
ing to the murder which hap¬ 
pened on Tuesday, April 9. 

The 46-year-old, who was 
married with three children, 
was gunned down as he left a 
friends house in Brunei Road. 

Police launched a murder 
investigation and three peo¬ 
ple were arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the death, but to 
date no charges have been 
made. 

On Tuesday, Paul’s Father, 
Neville Foster (pictured 
above), pleaded with those 
with information about the 
murder to come forward. 

He said: “There is someone 
out there who knows who 
killed Paul and I plead again 
for the sake of Paul’s family

please come forward and tell 
the police what you know. 

“Paul does leave a family 
and a mother and father. 

“His 2-year-old is crying and 
asking for his father every 
day. He keeps asking to go to 
Jamaica to try and find him. 
“I can’t sleep and when I go 


to bed at night I see Paul in 
front of me. It is very distress¬ 
ing. 

Police have said that they 
believe the shooting was in 
relation to an ongoing crimi¬ 
nal feud between different 
groups in Luton. 

When asked what he would 
say to those caught up in the 
criminal activity, Neville 
replied: “Paul was very help¬ 
ful to all of the boys in Luton. 

“And I would ask everyone 
to calm themselves, pull 
themselves together, and be 
good.” 

Detective Superintendent 
Paul Fullwood, who also 
attended the conference with 
Chief Superintendent Jim 
Saunders, added: “A £10,000 
reward has been made avail¬ 
able in order to bring this 
case to a conclusion. 

“We know there are people 
living locally who can solve 
this case. 

“We hope the offer of cash 
will encourage them to do the 
right thing and come forward 
and speak to the police.”

£12k fine for former 
owner of takeaway

THE former owner of a High 
Town takeaway has been 
prosecuted for ‘ignoring' 
health regulations. 

When Luton Council Food 
and Safety officers first visit¬ 
ed Hajeez Peri Peri on High 
Town Road in September 
2012, they were concerned to 
find grease was dripping 
down the walls into puddles 
on the floor and a dirty brown 
hand print was found on the 


lavatory door. 

Officers were also alarmed 
to find raw meat next to 
ready-to-eat foods. 

Staff were instructed to 
clean the premises and there 
was some obvious improve¬ 
ment when officers visited on 
four subsequent occasions. 

But when officers visited 
again in February this year 
they found staff preparing 
food without wearing aprons, 
grease inside the fridges and 
black dirt on the floor. 

Basharat Hussain, who 
owned the business at the 


time, pleaded guilty to eight 
hygiene offences at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday, October 7. 

He was ordered to pay fines 
totalling £12,000 plus a £15 
victim surcharge and the 
council’s costs of £1,431. 

Sara Hawkes, technical 
officer in the council’s food 
and safety team, said: 
“Businesses that continue to 
ignore health and safety 
standards face prosecution 
and fines.” 

The business is no longer 
run by Mr Hussain.

A SUBWAY in Stopsley has 
been given a new lease of life 
thanks to Luton Culture, 
Luton council and students 
and staff from the University 
of Bedfordshire. 

Residents had registered 
complaints about the state of 
the underpass, and asked 
whether it could be bright¬ 
ened up in some way. 

In response the council 
worked in partnership with 
Luton Culture and the uni¬ 
versity to run a competition 
for graphic design and art 
students. They were briefed 
to create a mural that cele¬ 
brated the community and 
the town in general. 

Local artist Abi Spendlove 
judged the entries and decid¬ 
ed that the winners were 
Monika Ciapala and Alan 
Fletcher. 

Their creation explored 
Luton’s vast cultural history, 
with panels telling a story of 
the town since the prehistor¬ 
ic ages. 

The unique artwork also 
reflects some of the impor¬ 
tant industry that has been 
part of the town over the 
years, including the famous 


hat trade and the airport. 

A team of artists commis¬ 
sioned by Luton Culture 
worked over the summer to 
paint the murals, while the 
authority’s street cleaning 
team protected the work by 
coating the walls with a 
special anti-graffiti sealant. 

To celebrate the transfor¬ 
mation, a launch event was 
held on Friday September 27. 

Residents, councillors and 
pupils from Stopsley Primary 
School were in attendance to 


see the unveiling of the mural 
and Councillor Sheila Roden, 
Mayor of Luton, officially cut 
the ribbon. 

A spokesperson for Luton 
Borough Council said: 
“Thanks to a lot of hard work 
from many people, Stopsley 
now has a hugely improved 
new subway for local people 
to use. 

“It is fantastic to be able to 
carry out a project knowing 
that it is exactly what local 
people want.”

IT was not the Hyde-ing most expected but no- 
one at Kenilworth Road will care. 

A virtuoso Andre Gray performance saw him 
bag a hat-trick and provide Luke Guttridge with 
the other as the Hatters handed Hyde their 
eleventh consecutive Skrill Premier defeat. 

Steve McNulty’s unfortunate own-goal sec¬ 
onds before half time had given the Tigers a 
glimmer of hope but the Hatters’ second-half 
assault was enough to see them climb to third.

JOHN Still is quite often his own 
greatest critic and at times this 
season he has been quick to admit 
his mistakes. 

However, a tactical switch-around 
at half time against Hyde yesterday, 
with a shock result on the cards, 
saw him a much happier man at the 
conclusion of his side’s eventual 4-1 
victory over the Skrill Premier’s 
bottom club. 

Still’s decision to tinker with Luke 
Guttridge’s position opened the 
door for the classy midfielder to 
grab a 51st minute goal and with 
that their gritty Northern oppo¬ 
nents, who had been 1-1 at the 
break, duly caved in.

The teenager has been invited to an 
England youth training camp this 
month but is fighting at the same time 
so will undergo GB assessment in 
December. 

“The training for England is on the 
same day as I’m boxing,” said 
Reynolds. “It’s only for England ver¬ 
sus Ireland but I’d rather box in a 
national championships. 

“So they said ‘come back in 
December for GB trials’. 

“If that goes well, I’ve got Olympics 
heading my way.” 

Should the trials be unsuccessful, 
however, Reynolds says he may accept 
promoter Warren’s - who has had the 
likes of Amir Khan, Ricky Hatton and 
‘Prince’ Naseem Hamed on his books 
- offer to turn professional. 

“I’m getting a lot of offers now and 
most lads think ‘I’m turning pro, I’m 
getting money’,” he said. 

“I don’t want to get blinded by the 
dollar.I’ve been offered to turn pro by 
the promoter Frank Warren but I’m 
too young. 

“If I’m not in the GB in two years, I’ll 
turn pro, but I want to have had about 
90 amateur fights by then.” 

The National boxing champion won 
his first senior bout by a unanimous 
points decision against Norwich 
ABC’s Ryan Charlton.
